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Dronfield  U.D.C. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1965. 

The  estimated  population  again  shows  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year’s  figure,  being  13,690  as  against  13,170 
for  1964.  There  has  been  considerable  new  building  in  the 
district. 

The  live  birth  rate  of  24.61  for  1,000  population  com- 
pares with  the  previous  year’s  figure  of  25.89  and  the  death 
rate  per  1,000  living  is  7.58  as  compared  with  6.98  for  the 
previous  year. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  district  during 
the  year. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  in  April  1965  a Family 
Planning  Clinic  was  started,  held  by  kind  consent  of  the 
County  Council,  at  the  Clinic,  The  Grange,  Church  Street, 
Dronfield.  This  makes  the  benefits  of  this  service  readily 
available  to  those  who  wish  to  use  them. 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  first  Smoke  Control 
Order  was  confirmed  and  it  is  hoped  to  make  steady  progress 
with  this  task. 

Unfortunately,  it  was  not  possible  to  offer  the  recently 
trained  Public  Health  Inspector  permanent  employment, 
as  had  been  planned.  However,  it  is  hoped  to  commence 
training  another  pupil  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge  and  thank  the  Council 
and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Water  Supply  to  Dronfield  U.D.  Year,  1965 

The  supplying  authority  to  the  area  was  the  North 
Derbyshire  Water  Board. 

The  Treatment  plants  at  Barbrook  and  Smeekley  pro- 
vide the  source  of  water  to  the  area.  Treatment  involves 
metal  removal  and  chlorination.  Distribution  is  from 
covered  service  reservoirs. 

The  resultant  quality  of  the  supplied  waters  is 
g'enerally  satisfactory. 

Modifications  in  treatment  at  Barbrook  carried  out 
during  1964,  have,  with  the  exception  of  a short  breakdown 
during  tlie  pre-Christmas  period,  ensured  considerable  re- 
ductions in  the  numbers  of  “taste”  complaints  during  1965. 

The  quantity  proved  adequate  for  normal  household 
purposes  although  restrictions  were  imposed  on  the  use  of 
hosepipes. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out 
in  the  Board’s  Laboratories.  All  raw  treated  and  disti’ibuted 
waters  are  examined  at  least  monthly.  The  number  of 
examinations  involved  in  1965,  were  : —

Chemical  240 

Bacteriological  results  on  treated  waters  gave  results 
consistent  with  standards  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.

Before  being  brought  into  use  all  nev/  mains  were 
washed  out  and  sterilized  and  samples  taken  to  ensure 
satisfactory  bacteriological  and  physical  results  were  ob- 
tained. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  other  form 
of  post  treatment  contamination. 

The  waters  were  monitored  for  radioactivity. 

Monthly  reports  of  current  Bacteriological  and  physical 
results  were  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Dui’ing  the  year  1965  work  commenced  upon  the  new 
pumping  station  at  Coal  Aston  which  it  is  anticipated  will 
be  brought  into  operation  during  the  Spring  of  1966. 

The  Scheme  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  for  a main  outfall  sewer  to  serve  Gosforth  Valley 
and  also  for  extending  the  main  sewage  disposal  works  is 
at  present  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment and  it  is  hoped  their  approval  will  be  received  at  an 
early  date  in  order  that  work  may  be  commenced  during 
the  summer  of  1966. 

No  major  sewerage  schemes  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  although  minor  extensions  have  been  carried  out 
by  private  developers  to  enable  building  to  proceed.

Two  Deposit  Gauges,  and  two  sulphur  candles  are  sited 
in  the  area — one  off  Lea  Road,  is  on  the  Railway  Embank- 
ment, south  of  the  Passenger  Station ; the  other  is  in  open 
ground  in  the  premises  of  Henry  Boot  & Sons  (Civil 
Engineering)  Ltd.,  at  the  end  of  Callywhite  Lane,  Dronfield. 

A certain  amount  of  difficulty  was  experienced  with 
the  granges  this  year — on  three  occasions  the  gauges  had 
been  interfered  with — the  total  solids  recorded  in  September 
at  the  Callywhite  Lane  gauge  was  exceptionally  high  and 
as  this  gauge  had  been  interfered  with  on  the  two  previous 
months  I am  inclined  to  the  belief  that  this  reading  may  be 
the  result  of  tampering  as  no  other  known  reason  is 
apparent  for  such  a high  figure.

Coal  Aston  Service  Station  was  taken  over  by  Sheaf 
Motors  as  from  1st  April,  1965. 

All  the  petrol  storage  tanks  which  had  been  installed 
25  years  or  over  were  pressure  tested — only  one  tank  failed 
the  test,  and  this  tank  was  replaced  by  a new  1,000  gal.  tank 
— slight  leakages  were  found  on  the  tank  lids  in  a number 
of  cases — these  proved  satisfactory  on  retest,  after  the  lids 
had  been  rehxed. 

A new  set  of  draft  conditions  in  respect  of  the  storage 
of  Petroleum  Spirit  in  bulk  and  cans  were  approved  in 
July  1965. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  appointment  in  January  1965  of  a part  time  Rodent 
Operator,  filled  a long  felt  need  and  has  been  most  helpful 
in  enabling  us  to  give  prompt  attention  to  all  reports  of 
alleged  infestations. 

We  have  for  the  first  time  also  been  able  to  make  an 
inspection  of  all  the  farm  buildings  within  the  area. 

Reports  of  alleged  infestations  were  received  in  respect 
of  211  premises. 

193  reports  were  in  respect  of  Rats. 

18  reports  were  in  respect  of  Mice. 

Successful  treatments  were  carried  out  in  all  cases 
vvdiere  infestations  were  found. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  the  Local  Authority  premises 
v/ere  carried  out  during  the  year. 

No  major  infestations  were  found  but  building  sites 
still  continue  to  be  a source  of  trouble. 

One  item  which  may  be  of  interest,  during  August  we 
leceived  20  complaints  in  respect  of  wasp  nests  which  were 
causing  concern,  19  of  these  nests  were  cleared — the  other 
cne  was  in  a house  roof,  impossible  to  reach  without  re- 
moving roof  tiles.
